At (his juncture a message was received from 
the Senate, announcing the passage of several 
bills, and that the Senate refused to recede from 
i;> amendment t«* the Shasta Notuial School 
bill; and also refusing to recede from its amend­ 
ments t«* tlie bill exempting certain property 
from execution. 
W atson ol Alameda moved that the Assembly 
concur in the Fm ute amendments te» the latter 
bill. 
Britt moved that the House do not rescind its 
action. 
The Hoifoe semned to be in no mood to resume 
ton**iderati«»n c.i .-emite messages, and < oleman 
took the floor and spoke in favor of adjourning 
sine die*. He said it would be an act of dis­ 
courtesy toward the senate to further continue 
filibustering and refuse to act upon the joint 
resolution e»f that body relating to adjournment 
sine die. If it were to go on much longer, he 
for one felt disposed to test the authority of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms by going home. 
Ellison spoke in tiie same strain, lie wanted 
to have the Senate resolution taken tip and 
acted upou. The kind of child’s play that had 
be» n witnessed had gone far enough. 
Hazard said the reason for delay was the fact 
that there are nearly a hundred important bills 
on the Senate file which the Assembly had 
passed, among them the irrigation bills, which 
are of such vast importance to tin* people of the 
Southern eoinbies: and so long us there is a 
hoot? oí :he Señale acting upon these bills the 
Assembly should be willing to await the result. 
If neces.-ary, let us filibuster unrii the interests 
of the people are conserved. 
The debate was prolonged by f’orcoran. Jor­ 
dan. Firebaugh and others. 
While Firelmugh 
\K.i> talking somebody rose to a point of order. 
Firebaugh—If I am interrupted in my argti­ 
nt nt [cries of " Oh !” J I shiJl talk all night ! 
Gregory—Mr Speaker, in view of that inflic­ 
tion, i ask leave of absence. 
Corcoran—1 f the gentleman intends to keep 
on, 1 move we take a recess till he gets through. 
Firebaugh at this puim grew excited, and de­ 
clared that the irrigation bills were in the inter­ 
est of mon(»i*olLsts, and he believed their way 
through tin* House was paid for. 
Jones to Firebaugh—I am with you in this 
matter, but 1 am afraid you have gone over to 
the enemy by talking out the «lay’s session. 
You have been our friend, but you seem to have 
played off on us. 
Firebaugh soon afterward concluded 
his 
speech aur.d confusion. 
Ashe declared that Firebaugh had made an 
intaumus charge against the members who had 
\ *>led for the pas-age of the irrigation bills, in- 
-liiiuating that they had been paid for their 
votes, fo r himself he hurled back the accusa­ 
tion as n vi o and inlamous calumny. 
Firebaugh « xplaincu that he meant no insin­ 
uation against the integrity of any member, but 
repeated that money could be used in various 
ways in the interest of the irrigation bills. 
Coleman said he did not believe another vote 
could be changed. Noses had been pretty accu­ 
rately counted. 
He wanted to go home. 
W«!rath was willing to stay it he thought any­ 
thing ciadd l>e done, but he did not believe it 
posMbfo*. 
The roll was called on Munday’s motion to ad­ 
journ till 2 r. m. on the following day. Lost.

lying upon the floor in front of the desk, 
with a revolver upor. the talde, w hich told 
the tale of how death had been caused. 
I 
on leaving the office of Itoyce & Cum­ 
mins, th e young m an obtained a situation 
in the land departm ent of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, where he was vet em ­ 
ployed and receiving a good salary. W hen 
he left the law office, in February, 1*84, 
Sayre retained the pass-key to tiie door, 
and thus it was th at lie gained admission 
some time during the night. 
H e must 
have been sitting in the chair in front of 
the desk w hen he tired the suicidal shot at 
his brains, the bullet crashing the frontal 
hone and entering at the right corner over 
the eye. Sayre dropped forward then, ac­ 
counting for the pistol on the table in a 
pool of blood and brains, which had flowed 
and oozed out of the w ound as the head 
rested on the desk. 
As the rigor mortis set 
in. and perhaps in his dying struggle, the 
body slid off' the chair and fell upon the 
floor in the position that it was found this 
m orning. T he deceased was a native of 
Pennsylvania, aged 27. 
H is m other is in 
Paris. 
Due uncle, nam ed D. M. Meylert, 
lives at Janesville, California, and another 
is som ewhere in the East. 
The revolver 
with Avhich he com m itted suicide was a 
new Sm ith & W esson's, of 40 caliber, and 
with the latest im provem ents. 
The de­ 
ceased had evidently contem plated suicide, 
shaving his face clean and putting on clean 
clothes, 
lie was considered " kind of light 
in the head and flighty,” and always com­ 
plained o f being “ h ard -u p " in money 
matters.

D ebate in th e Senate, F riday, M arch 5, in s:, on 
th e m otion of Senator Reddy, of Mono, to sus­ 
p en d th e .rule» an d tak e up lor consideration 
Assem bly Hill No. 410, a n A ct to am end Title 
V III., o f l'a rt IV., of th e Act to establish a Civil 
Code, approved M arch 21, 1872, by repealing 
Section 1422 thereof, end by ad d in g thereto new 
sections, num bered 1422, 142?. 1421 and 1420, lor 
th e appropriation o f w ater for irrigation pu r­ 
poses, and declaring such purposes a public use, 
an d to coine w ithin T itle Y II., of P art 111., of the 
Code o f CM vil P rocedure o f th is State. 
Mr. R eddy—I move th a t the rules be suspend­ 
ed, an d th a t we take up Assembly Hill No. 41'*— 
No. 59 on th e file—an d th a t it be read a second 
tim e.

well recognized fact, substantiated by the staiis- 
ties of the State, that since the census o f 1S80 wus j 
taken th e population of the counties concerned 
particularly in the m atter of irrigation—1thecoun- I 
tieso l fresn o , Tulare, Kern. Merced, Mariposa, 
San B ernardino aud Los Angeles— has doubled 
in every instance. 
It has been fu rth er estab­ 
lished beyond a doubt th at th e prosperity and 
grow th of those counties depends m ainly upon 
th eir facilities in th eir agricultural pursuits, j 
In order to encourage and foster th eir agri- I 
cultural pursuits it has been further established 
th at irrigation is one of the elem ents, and the 
principal cle m e n t; th a t it is one of th e great 
concom itants desired in order to continue those 
counties in th eir present path of progress. As 
has been stated, appeals have com e to this 
L egislature; and th e answ er to those appeals 
m eans life or d eath to those com m unities. A 
convention has been held in the irrigation dis- * 
trict referred t o ; 1 m ight call it a Convention of 
th e .State of C alifornia. The representatives of 
th a t convention and o f the people have op- , 
pcared before both branches of the Legisla- i 
ture, presenting th eir necessities in a proper 
and legitim ate m anner. l*t tit ions have been sent 
here—a right guaranteed to the people by 
the Constitution—asking us in th e nam e of the i 
agricultural interests ol th e sta te to do some- • 
th in g to further its grow th. 
Has this Legisla- i 
ture deem ed it a question of sufficient im port- 
unce to be the overshadow ing question o f the 
present session ? I answ er yes. And it has been 
show n by this Senate stepping aside from the 
established m le w ith reference to referring the 
subjects to regular or special com m ittees, an d 
m aking this: m atter the special for each day in , 
Com m ittee o f th e W hole, so th a t every m em ber 
of this body m ight be acquainted w ith the i 
m erits of the m easures pro posed, w ith the argu­ 
m ents pro und con upon the propositions m b- ¡ 
initted.

the m ain question th a t is asked by them is: 
W hat c an w e confide in if we leave our hom es 
and come to settle on these C alifornia lands? 
Our reply to that is this : By m eans o f irrigation 
you can m ake i hose arid w astes flourish as the 
lands w hich you see adjoining. T hat is th e in­ 
ducem ent we offer them to come. Therefore 
to day this is the vital question of tho State. 
It 
w as not so four years since, because then, as 
you m ight say, the population o f th e State did ] 
not need such encouragem ent. B ut people are ! 
now pouring into the ."tale by thousands 
We 
have w ithin our borders an fm m euse territory 
w hich can sustain w ithin its expanse hundreds 
of thousands more th an we have to-day. 
Dc 
stroy this interest and instead of a population 
of a* m illion and a h alf or two m illions by th e 
date o f th e tak in g <»f th e n e x t census it w ill 
hardly reach a m illion, because this Legislature 
w ill then have said th at the m agnitude of th e 
subject is beyond it? reach and th a t no action 
can be expected at its hands. By such ail ex ­ 
pression \re v ill acknow ledge to the people th a t 
we cannot recognize th»* fact th a t this in ter­ 
im should receive consideration at our hands. 
We have adm itted, by our ow n action, th a t it 
should be considered; shall we now tell the 
people, by refusing to bring up th e subject, th at, 
w hile recognizing its im portance, we, as n u m ­ 
bers of tin- leg islatu re elected to enact needed 
law , considered ourselves incapable o f grap­ 
pling w ith it, and w ill let it die? W hy, sir, at 
every subsequent session th e name argum ent 
m ay and will be urged. 
I believe it is an insult 
to th e intelligence of a body like this, eom¡>osed 
of m en selec'ed from the Senatorial districts of 
th e sta te —m en w ith bright m inds and intellects 
capable of grasping every subject w ithout fear— 
to say that we are incom petent to deal with a 
question of this m agnitude. T hat would be 
first an acknow ledgm ent of our inability, anil 
n ex t it w ould be an insult to the people of the 
State. 
For these reasons, Mr. President, as I have 
stated, th e argum ent o f th e Senator from San 
Joaquin does not hold good. 
It is true th a t yes­ 
terday, under the Constitution, we ceased to re­ 
ceive com pensation for our services in discharg­ 
ing our duties here. 
But I recognize, by the 
fact th a t no t a resolution to adjourn sine die has 
been presented to this Senate, th a t the m em bers

and K ern, 1 say to you 
Mr. Langiord 
Will the Senator perm it m e a 
question? How is your county irrig ated ? Un­ 
der the system you now propose, or under the 
present system ? 
Mr. Del Valle 
My county is irrigated suffi­ 
ciently. 
But th e droughts th at have occurred 
there for the last five or six years and th e w ant 
of a proper system o f irrigation because of th e 
law upon th at proposition not being sufficiently 
clear, have retarded th e progress in sections of 
m y county and com pelled 
m em bers o f the 
com m unities on th e sam e stream to contend and 
battle in the Courts. 
It is th** question before 
this Legislature, w hether, by a proper system , 
we can not prevent th a t; w hether by such a 
system we can not distribute the w aters of the 
M ate so th at the inhabitants o f one section on 
the sam e stream will not have to contend in the 
Courts w ith th«*se of another. In th at view it 
w ill be a benefit to iny county. 
I will not say, sir, th a t the, system proposed is 
perfect; I am not now discussing that proposi­ 
tion. 
But Í w ill say th at if it is not, the Senator 
from San Joaquin or any other senator on this 
floor hap the right to am end it. if he seeks to 
perfect it, so th a t we shall have a system th a t 
will be proper.

sir. Senators advocating this irrigation propo­ 
sition stand here sim ply on thi.*, basis; T hat 
there is a section of this State w hich m ed s the 
assistance of the leg islatu re to enable it to con­ 
tinue in its present path of progress. 
We recog­ 
nize the fact th a t there isa section th a t will be 
prosperous or unnrospcrous according as our 
decision on this subject m ay be. 
We recognize 
th e fact th at this question i» a question of life 
and death to the particular com m unities re­ 
ferred to. 
But we also claim th a t if th e Legis­ 
lature passes law s for th eir benefit, it is not to 
th eir ndvantage alone. 
We stand on the grand

But, little by 
little, it has been supplanted by agriculture.

SPEECH OF SENATOR PAYS. 
Mr. Days—I shall vote against suspending th e 
rules to bring up this bill at this tim e. 
In doing 
so I w ill state th at there is not a Senator upon 
this Poor w ho is m ore anxious th a n I am for 
pome kind of intelligent legislation passed in ih e 
interest of irrigation. 
I have alw ays stated—no 
Senator has heard m e state anything else—th a t 
1 am strongly in favor of some proposition th a t 
w ill relieve th e people of th e southern portion 
of this State, or of any other portion of th is State 
needing relief, in th is regard. 
1 have from 
tim e to tim e spoken to th e gentlem en w ho are 
m anaging this m atter, urging upon them to 
take some steps to bring the frienos o f irrigation 
together so we could consult and find out w hat 
w as the best m ethod to pursue. 
No one has 
l>ecn consulted w ith regard to this present m o­ 
tion th a t I know of. For one 1 know*that 1 have 
not been consulted in any w av w hatever as to 
th e course to be taken. W hile I say th at I shall 
vote against the taking up o f this m easure to ­ 
day, I w ill agree w ith friends of irrigation upon 
this floor th a t as soon as we reach thi# bill upon 
the file, w hich w ill not be long ii we progress as 
we have been doing for th e last two or three 
days, to stay here w ithout a cen t o f pay for tlie 
next six or tw elve m onths, or until we cun 
fairly settle this question 10 the best of our ab il­ 
ity. But 1 think it would be well for th e gentle­ 
m en w ho are m anaging this m atter to consult 
together an d see w hat they are doing before 
precipitating thiá question upon th e Senate out 
of its order and out of its place. I hope that this 
m otion w ill not prevail: th at the Senate w ill 
continue considering the file and pass such bills 
as are necessary to no passed: th a t the friends 
of irrigation w ill com e together, and th a t they 
will decide to rem ain here and pass some rem e­ 
dial legislation on this subject. 
SPEECH O F SENATOR SAXE. 
Mr. Snxc—I do not expect to say anything to 
enlighten th e Senate, but sim ply wish to vindi­ 
cate m yself, not only to m y constituency but to 
m y friends tcatieied by hundreds o v e rth is In­ 
teresting division o f country desiring to appro­ 
p riate w ater th a t is now not appropriated. The 
m ental conflict 1 have passed through is p er­ 
haps not singular—others have passed through 
th e Fame—betw een m y w ish to gratify the rea­ 
sonable desires of m y friends «nil my sense of 
justice, equity and righteousness. 
If it were a 
question only of taking th e surplus w ater th a t 
is now UowiugaUi waste and appropriating it, I 
should have no word to say. 
It it w ere sim ply 
a question of leaving those w ho now use w ater 
to use it ;l« they have heretofore done, for do­ 
m estic purposes, w atering stock and irrigating 
th eir land w here it is needed, I should nave no 
word to say. But I have not seen any efforts in 
th at direction on the part of any m em ber of this 
Senate representing the views of th e gentlem en 
urging this legislation. They have not satisfied 
my m ind in those tw o very sim ple regards, and 
I am bound to stand by my perceptions o f right­ 
eousness and justice as long as 1 stand here at 
all, it m akes no difference w ho is before m e 
I 
shall therefore vote against taking up th e bill, 
not only now but ut ar.y tim e until this m atter 
is ud.usted so th a t it i nn be before us in th e 
regular way. Our tim e is nearly run o u t; we 
have but a short period m ore in w hich to do 
any business. If we give way to this m easure 
there will be nothing done but th e whole 
session, so far as legislation is concerned, w ill 
have com e to an end. 


SPEECH OK SENATOR SPENCER OF NAJ’A. 
Mr. Spencer—On this m otion I shall vote in 
th e negative. A nd inasm uch as, from w hat has j 
preceded, from w hat has been said by Senators I 
advocating the consideration of this m easure, I j 
m ight Ikí put in a position false in itself and i 
one doing me an injustice as a legislator, I deem j 
it not only proper but expedient that I should j 
explain m y reasons. 
Iu th e first place, it has ; 
been conceded upon th e floor of this Senate, j 
substantially, th a t the legislation th a t is sought 
to be enacted here is legislation peculiarly ¡ 
adapted to one local com m unity as contradi:-- i 
tinguished from th e rest of th e state; not th a t 
it is a m easure looking tow ards the interests o f j 
the w hole State, but, rather, a m easure that is 
not called for and dem anded by the w hole ; 
State. 
It has been conceded th at th e southern 
portion of the State—and I th in k , u;?on a close 
inspection, it will be found that it w ill narrow’ | 
itself down to Two or three counties -is asking J 
this. T hat irrigation is dem anded in some of | 
those counties absolutely, I think is true : th a t ' 
it is needed in some others, but not to the sam e 
degree, is also tr u e ; th a t it m a y b e utilized in 
some others, but is not a m atter o f extrem e 
necessity, 1 th in k is tru e, too. 
We are a»ked now , on the latt day of this ses­ 
sion, to take up for consideration a m easure of 
not only great interest, b u to f great im p o rt; one 
underlying, as the Senator from Mono has w ell 
said, th e very policy of th is S tate; one far- 
reaching iu its dem ands; one th a t would re­ 
quire a year at least for an ordinary Legislature 
to contem plate and to form ulate; one touching 
th e vital interests o f the landed property-hold­ 
ers o f the com m onw ealth. 
It. is a bill not local 
in its character, b u t g e n e ra l; therefore every 
m an who lives in the .State, w ho ow ns a foot of 
lund, is interested. 
Now, sir, ow ing to its im portance and far- 
reaching provisions, ow ing ro the fact th at it 
deals w ith a question, a# I will show by the bill | 
itself, underlying the very foundation of Htate j 
policy, one alm ost organic, you m ay say, in its j 
character, this m easure was referred tc th e Com- . 
m ittee of the W hole of the Senate. It w as th ere 
considered, for the reason th a t the rules o f pro­ 
cedure governing thus body w hen acting as a 
Senate would not perm it th at calm and deliber­ 
ate discussion th a t could be given to it in Com­ 
m ittee of the Whole. 
In th at reference I concurred. We had this 
bill—in fact, all of these bills—in th e Commit- ¡ 
tee of the Whole. T here was no particular ef­ 
fort to prolong th e discussion in the com m ittee ; 
no particular effort on the part of the authors of 
these bills to suggest the slightest m odification 
of them . In fact, it is a m atter of notoriety, an ;

to the gentlem en who had a hand m m aking it. 
it seems to me th at w ould be a proper tim e and 
a proper place to consider such a proposition. 
But not now. We have no tim e to uo it. I, for 
one, liace never heretofore done anything d e­ 
liberately to retard the consideration of these . 
bills. 
It has been asserted upon the floor of ' 
the Senate th a t the people o f th e southern , 
portion o f this State appeal to us to give them 
some legislation. 
1 ask the Senate to stop and j 
th in k for a m om ent, if the very appeals th a t : 
have been going on in th is cham ber, and have : 
lx*on brought here, aro th e ch aracter of argu- I 
m cnt th a t should be xnadeiu considering a cold 
statute th a t lays down the right» or m easures 1 
the pow er o f king, noble and peasant. 
I ask if 
legislation should be enacted here w hile people 
entertain these extrem e views. 
It seems to me, 
w hen we com e to deal w ith th is question, 
w here there is apparently a serious conflict be­ 
tw een the people of a sta te as to th eir m ost 
sacred rights, th a t it should be done at a tim o 
w hen cooler am i m ore dispossionule judgm ent 
would sw ay. 
I am one o f those who would 
like 
to 
í*e 
in 
harm ony 
w ith 
all 
th e 
people. 
I should like to be one of those w ho 
could «hake hands w ith a m em ber o f the Fresno 
Convention and w ith a citizen o f the north who 
needs no irrigation. 
But if I am put in a posi­ 
tion w here, if I extend m y hand to oue, and 
am denied th e privilege of extending to the 
other, then I am to take my stand ; and I take 
iu 1 am here, acting under the dictates ol m y 
conscience and un d er my oath of office, to do 
w hat in my judgm ent I deem proper. 
And 
w ith all due respect to those w ho dem and this 
legislation- a n d m y sym pathy goes w ith th a t! 
people if they could have U w ithout enacting * 
a <jmrral law , th a t lays its hand upon the rights 
of* all others in the entire State, I would gladly 
grant it. 
But in giving help aud aid to one I 
cannot consent to rob another. 
Now this is not the first tim e In the history of 
countries th at there was some feeling on ques­ 
tions of legislation. 
I rem em ber the tim e w hen 
the celebrated decision in the 7th o r 8th Nevada 
was given. 
W hen th a t decision was first ren- 
dcrea I believe th a t some of the people in th a t - 
Htate burned the Judges in effigy. 
But the law ! 
prevailed, and. w hen they understood w hat tho ! 
rule o f action was, every m an conform ed to it. * 


T heir hom es grew up, they becam e reconciled 
to it, and in th e last hour acknow ledged they | 
w ere wrong. So, too. th e passions of m en run 
strong som etim es; but in ou r o*»oler m om enta 
we are taught th at w hat was left undone was 
possibly for th e best. 
We are told here th at these bills have been 
considered by the counties south of lien», and 
suit thrir v iew s; and asked if this Senate will 
say to those people w hether or not they have a 
right to live? T his is tlie first tuue in my life 
th at ever I heard it asserted th a t th e preroga­ 
tive ol this Senate could he usurped by any 
Convention. Those who hav eseats on this floor 
are sent here to legislate, because o f th eir sup­ 
posed qualifications and integrity. 
N either the 
county o f Fresno, nor th e county o f H um boldt, 
nor any Convention has a right to form ulate a 
bill, bring i; to f his Senate and -ay : “ Put your 
hands to it.” 
The argum ent is m ade th a t be­ 
cause these bills were form ulated at a Co j v c u - 
tiou they m ust have the sanction of this Senate, 
or else those who are opposed t« them are not 
acting in good faith, nor in th e interest of the 
whole people. 
Let it be said as it m ay, I shall 
w illingly share in w hatever criticism m ay at 
taeh to us for asserting that we bcliex e no !-il!« 
form ulated by a Convention in de up wholly of 
m en whose iu crests are entirely w ith the ai>- 
propriators o f w ater should be brought to this 
•Senate and we asked to railroad them through, 
after they are put upon th e file, under th e spur 
of passion an a the w hip o* excitem ent. 
For 
ou<\ I shall never consent to lend m yself to any 
such views o r schem e. 
It is unfortunate, Mr. President, th at the terra 
of the session is so short, but n eith er 1. nor. ! 
apprehend, any Hcnator here is to blam e tor 
that. And w hen I say that. I do not m ean it 
in any offensive sense. 
There are gentlem en 
here who were mem ber» of th e Constitutional 
Convention aud helped to fram e the present 
Constitution b u t have 
no doubt 
they well 
thought sixty days w as long enough. 
Bui it is 
unfortunate th at this session has not been long 
enough to allow us to consider these bills prop­ 
erly. 
I do not deny the im portance o f irriga 
tion ; 1 do not deny th at these bill» ought to be 
considered. But i do deny the practicability 
and th e policy of considering them now. 
Anil 
I do say th a t th e friends of these m easures, in 
m y opinion, have not pursued the best policy 
tow ards having these bills fairly discussed. 
1 
do say that, as I conceive, it was th eir duty to 
allow the bills to rem ain in th e Com m ittee of 
th e W hole, then and theredii- uss them and per­ 
fect them . 
W hile I kuow tiiat every Senator 
lias a right to am end them again w hen they 
c u n e back into the Senate, still no Senator w ho 
acted in good faith in perfecting th e bills, iu 
Com m ittee of the W hole, would offer to obstruct 
them upon the floor of th e Senate. 
But at this 
tim e and place to ask u- to take up this im port­ 
an t legislation and ask U6 to pass all else upon 
the file of the Senate or stay here two or three 
days longer, in my opinion, would be productive 
of no result. 
As I have stated, I do not know of 
any Senator—of those w ho are the friends of 
these m easures aud who are asked by th eir con 
stitucnts 
to 
uree them to passage—having 
ottered any am endm ent: and it does seem to me 
th a t th e bills arc extrem e in th eir features. 
But there was a disposition, it seem ed to me, 
upon the part of others, to com prom ise in some 
m anner and put the bills in sueh «hapc as w ould 
suit a m ajority of the Senate at least. The Sena­ 
tor from Los Angeles now*ay -: "Wo. are not 
w edded to the language of these bills.” This 
is the first tim e during th e ir consideration th at 
I ever heard th at Senator m ake use of such 
language. On th e contrary, I have alw ays un­ 
derstood th e claim to be th a t the bill# had to 
pass as //</*</ u-ere dratcn. T hey were draw n u n ­ 
der instructions, and 1 have no doubt the gentle­ 
m en w ho drew them thought they w ere proper 
m easures. But since they were brought here I 
th in k it is alm ost universally conceded th a t they 
were conceived in a partisan spirit; th at they 
w ere draw n w ithout due reflection, and th at 
they ere m easures th a t are not calculated, on 
the w hole, to benefit the sta te of Ciflfe'bruiu. 
I think th a t I have -aid all th at l ^ ^ i r e to say 
upon this question. As I said b 
e 
t t he prin­ 
cipal objection i have to lurthe. considering 
these bills is that I do not belli ve this is n proper 
tim e to consider them . 
I do not believe tiiat we 
can perfect, w ithin any reasonable tim e, any 
bill th a t would be of benefit eith er to those 
south, to those north, or to the State. 
Then* is another objection. Thin question is 
now* before the Suprem e Court of this State: 
especially th a t p a n of th e subje< t-m atter cov­ 
ered by th e provisions of this very bill now 
sought to be taken up. 
In th at castrfíl is con­ 
tended on the part o f the respondent^!hat the 
riparian doctrine doe» not obtain in (his State. 
There 
has been a di.-seuting Op ¿Ti ion, and 
a petition for a rehearing, w hich lin£ been 
granted. W hile th at is right in th e jaw s of 
th e law , so to speak, and being o n sid e rc d 
by th e .Supreme Court of the State, we are asked 
to pass upon a bill w hich actually puts an in ­ 
terpretation upon th e very law of the land th a t 
th e Court has now un d er exam ination. 
In a 
very* short tim e the decision w ill becom e the 
ultim ate rule o f law in this M ate. 
After th at it 
w ill be tim e enough for us to seek to engraft 
upon the statute books some legislation ui>on 
this subject. It seem s to m e th a t it is reason­ 
able, th a t it is the part o f wisdom born of expe­ 
rience, to concede the question to th at extent. 
I have no disposition to criticise the Suprem e 
Court w hen they are considering this very im ­ 
portant subject. 
Let th eir decision be untram ­ 
m eled. T here is a great deal of irrigation going 
on in this State now. Besides, there are statutes 
in force th at w ill subserve th eir necessities until 
th e L egislature m eets again, w hen we w ill be 
better prepared to aetcam ly , wisely and dispas­ 
sionately upon this great aud overshadow ing 
subject. 
ETEEC1! OF SENATOR CROff*. 
Mr. Cross—The question pending before the 
Senate is, w hether we w ill lay aside all business 
in its order and go to Assembly Bill No. 410, 
w hich relates to the subject of irrigation and 
w ater rights, giving to that, on account o f its 
im portance, or supposed im portance, preference 
beiure ail other m atters now before us. Bir, if 
this is done under existing circum stances, when 
there are so m any m ensures w hich this Legisla­ 
ture has deem ed of sufficient im¡x>rtance to pass 
along to a first, second and th ird reading, the 
reasons for it ought som ew here to most plainly, 
m ost clearly and most honestly appear. 
It seem s th a t there i« in this case a question 
about who has the right to take water. 
It is not 
a question as to w hether there shall be irriga­ 
tion in the Htate. 
T hat issue is sought to be 
falsely forced before th e people, for there is no 
question as to w hether there shall be irrigation 
or n o t; but the question is as to w ho shall have 
the use and benefit of the w aters of this State, 
w hich, it is w ell know n, have not beer by n a ­ 
ture indiscrim inately provided in sufficient 
quantities to satisfy the w ishes of all. 
Now a know ledge of the true condition of 
affairs in th e State is the proper basis for the 
consideration of this m easure. 
In the State all 
w ater is furnished by snow and by rains perco­ 
lating at tim es from springs and feeding stream s, 
w hich stream s w ere planted by Him who, of 
all, knew w here to place the water. 
Aiul the 
question is, w hethei those who ow n land* bor­ 
dering on the stream s, w here God A lm ighty 
planted the stream s, shnll have any right to the 
waters so there planted, or w hether the reign 
of nature shall be entirely «ubverted and the 
w aters conducted to the desert lands, there 
to be appropriated to uses of public necessity. 
Now, bordering along every «(ream ill this Hta'tC 
are low lands, valleys, w hich, by reason ot the 
stream s flow ing through thexn.and the soil being 
light and porous, are m ade, on one or both sides 
of those Ft reams, of im m ense value, like the low 
lands on the Yuba and the F eather, th e cover­ 
ing up of w hich by m ining slickens has been 
considered a public calam ity; those along the 
Joaquin, 
Kern, the Tuolum ne anu the 
M erced, and those along tb e Sacram ento, 
For 
m iles wide on eith er or Doth piiii4»of those rivers 
are the m ost valuable lands in the State : m ade 
valuable by th e nature oi th e soil and th e fact 
of the living stream s flowing ever onw ard 
through them to the sea; the soil ou eith er side 
absorbing, as, they pass along, w ater sufficient to 
m uke 
tn e 
lands 
fertile 
for 
broad 
dis­ 
tances. 
Lying 
back 
of these 
low lauds, 
on cith er side, are 
higher 
lands, w hich 
R'C 
adapted 
to 
th e 
raising 
of 
w heat: 
those lands are valuable w ithout irrigation, lor 
they produce thi* great cereal crop of our Mate— 
the crop of golden grain : and this en p, w hich 
is the grandest and most im portant product of 
our com m onw ealth, is not, in the .State of Cali­ 
fornia any where, so far as I am inform ed, pro­ 
duced by the aid of irrigation. Lying still back 
of and above these, through m any of the v al­ 
leys, lie the desgrt foothills am i th e desert 
sandy plains, the cultivation of w hich, in m any 
instances, requires th e 
application o f large 
quantities of w ater for years until the soil is com ­ 
pletely saturated, as the Mussel Slough country; 
and thereaflercropscau be produced, but only by 
a continued im m ense expenditure of w ater, 
on account of th e soil being sandy and desert 
in its nature, and requiring copious irrigation 
as com pared w ith th e low er lands. 
Now, the 
crops w hich can be produced by irrigation upon 
these desert lands are n o t th e great crop» of 
California. T hey ore the sm all products ol the 
State. 
And th e relation o f th e lower plan -, 
w here the great w heat crop of the State • 
grown, to th e river’s natural bed, has im ty i. 
eith er been looked into, ascertained or repor:»-d; 
and no m an can say w hat will be the effect 
upo a those great w heat plains to entirely divert 
th e w aters from th eir n atu ral course. 
But 
every m an does know, w ho has studied tho*c 
three words w hich appear in the bill in «pie» 
tion—” clim ate, topography and irrigation ” 
th at, for the application of w hat w ater there is 
iu th e State, the use of it upon those desert 
lands is the m ost extravagant and w asteful use. 
by reason of the ven* nature of the soil, to w hich 
w ater can be applied for irrigation purposes. 
Now. the lands and the w aters o f the State 
are, alm ost totally, iu some one v e ste d ; in 
whom vested tlie Courts are now considering. In 
one locality there are two elem ents and two 
classes of people contending for the benefits of 
w ater. To one class those benefits have been 
aw arded by a bare m ajority decision of the Su­ 
prem e C-ourt; four of the Justices deciding that 
those w ho own th e low lands have th e first 
right, and th e other three, in a m inority opin­ 
ion, holding th at those w ho own th e desert 
lands are entitled to take the w ater for the irri­ 
gation » t the desert plains. 
But the Court was 
n ot entirely satisfied as to w hether it was cor­ 
ree! or not in its decision, and not being entirely 
satisfied as to its correctness, upon petition for a 
rehearing, a repearing has been granted. The 
case is now p en d in g ; and being now pending 
b e f're 
th e 
Huprerae 
Court 
o f th e 8t.de, 
w ith th a t Court as 
nearly equally divided 
as it can 
be, 
but 
the 
conscience of the 
Court so for having leanod toward those w ho 
hold the low lands, we are called upon to legis­ 
late w ith regard to th a t very m atter of right 


w hich is now to be and is now being judicially 
determ ined. We, Fir, are a legislative body. 
It 
is not our business, it is not our duty, nor ought 
i; to b«* our privilege, to take the determ ination 
of th at f*a««‘ now pending in th e Courts from 
th e tribunals of th e Htate. 
No m ore is it our 
* 
im ms to do th at th an it is the business o f any 
ordinate branch 
of 
th e governm ent to 
usurp the 
authority 
and 
functions 
of 
another 
branch. 
’ As 
w ell 
m ight 
the 
Suprem e (Ymrt. by Court-m ade law , declare 
statutes concerning th e w ater rights o f this 
State, a« v e to forestall a Court decision by in- 
troduelug and passing a biil declaring w hat is 
and alw ays has been th e law of California as to 
a m atter pending in a ju d icial tribunal. 
Sir. the Senator from I.os Angeles, in an elo­ 
quent appeal, suited th a t the people o f the State 
are appealing to this L egislature to pass this 
legislation. 
Did he m ean th a t the people o f the 
State are appealing.or did he m ean th at gentle­ 
m en w ho seem to bo losing a ease in the S u­ 
prem e Court of the M ate are interested in forc­ 
ing this Legislature to forestall th e decision of 
th e highest tribunal by determ ining w hat is and 
alw ays has been th e com m on law ol <’alifornia? 
The Senator says th at appeals are going up all 
over the country with regard to this m atter. 
If 
there were such appeals, sir, it would ke a m at­ 
ter for th e earclul consideration of this Senate. 
But are th ere such appeals? Not a Convention 
has been held—marK w hat I say—th a t has 
recom m ended this bill. At Riverside, in Han 
B ernardino county, a Convention waa held, aud 
another at Urc-no. 
And the Fresno Con vent iou 
appointed a com m ittee w hich drafted three or 
m o re bills. 
Those bills ¿ire before th is le g isla ­ 
ture. 
But llo re is no question o f taking those 
Mil* up iciw ¡tending before this Senate. 
’A hut eth er m ethod is there o f appealing to 
th e Legislature of the S tate? 
How else do the 
people <d a State m ake know n to a Legislature 
th eir wishes w ith regard to sueh m atters ? By 
petition, the constitutional right guaranteed to 
the people of th e State. A nd all this pressure 
and hurrah about th is Senate 1 harnU r as to 
pas-ing these bilis sim m ers itself down to one 
petition to th e L egislature, w hich I now hold in 
my hand. 'Vtere has been presented tothisS cil- 
a u or 1 eg H nture but one petition lor the enact­ 
m ent of ibis Jaw ; am i upon th a t petition are 
ju^t 4f> nam es, all of them w ritten in pencil e x ­ 
cept one, and th at the signature of th** m an w ho 
wrote th e petition. 
'i hese are the appeals from the ** people o f ihe 
S ta te ” lor th e passage o f Bill No. 110. This Is 
tlie only appeal to this L egislature to paas th at 
m easure. 
Let inc rea»J it in the face of th e Senator who 
says th e “ people o f th e S ta te ” appeal to this 
ScuHteto save them from destruction: ” We, the 
people o f M erced county, in m ass m eetin g " 
(and now, w ri ten in pencil, interlined: ” Mon­ 
day, February 22,1885 )—” ask and dem and of 
our Senator and Assem blym an, and o f th e pres­ 
ent Legislature*, to pass Senate Bill No. 210 and 
Assembly Bill No. 410.” signed by 
nam es, all 
of which appear upon the sam e page w ith the 
petition, 45 o f w hom did not even take interest 
enough in the m atter to go and get pen and ink 
w ith w hich to attach th eir nam es to a petition 
to this Senate. A nd this, sir, is the m onster 
appeal from the ” people of this S tate” th a t wc 
should pass Assembly Bill No. 410. And there 
is not another scrap of petition upon tlus m at­ 
ter before this S, nate. 
If it be said th at tilt re are petitions for l»*gi.s- 
irtum w ith regard to w ater rights, 1 answci 
th a t there ure two other petitions w hich ask 
that the bills frame*] by’ the com m ittee o f the 
Fresno Convention be passed; an d u¡>on them 
there are less th an 200 nam es. In those jHdi 
tions: they state how m uch property they ow n; 
they do not pretend to give us assessm ent val­ 
ues, but oue of them , according to its own 
term s, represents 88,500,000 o f property, aud 
the other cMO,00«», w hich m akes $4,0W,nuo. Less 
th an 250 names, are attach ed to all the petition? 
presented to thi# Legislature, and less than 
$5,090,000 arc represented by the m en w ho pre­ 
sent them . 
Why, sir, in my ow n county we 
have expended over <12.000,000 in th e diversion 
of w ater alone, an d not one petition has com e 
to me from my people. B ut letter after letter 
from th e best of my constituents has com e to 
mo. a.-king th at no on»* sided os unequal law, or 
law not giving the Fame w ater rights to all of 
the p c pie of the Mute w ithout reference to the 
ch aracter of industry, w h eth er farm ing or m in­ 
ing, be supported by th eir R epresentatives or 
fcehators, or given th eir adhesion to un d er any 
circum stance». 
W here are th e appeals from th e people? Sir, 
it Is very easy to create som ething w hich, if it is 
not m oonshine, looks aw fully like it—especially 
in these days o f electric lights, But w hen gentle­ 
m en talk t*> m e aboM appeals from th e people, 1 
do not w ant them to tu rn on this L egislature 
250 nam es and $4,000,Cm » as the basis ol throw ­ 
ing aside ail other legislation to tak e up thin 
particular legislation. 
It m ay be, sir, th a t a, 
particular constituency in this State, or a por­ 
tion of th a t constituency, w ill be gratified by 
seeing it» representative m aking a contest here 
in regard to thi» question and changing the 
statute so a» to win a com* now in Court, but 
th a t Is not th e Disposition for me. 
I have stated ail the nam es upon all o f these ap- 
¡n-als—one as to the bill undereouaidcriitionand 
tw o uf to the other bills not under consideration. 
Why. there i» an equal num ber of rem onstrants 
from th a t very sam e section against the passage 
o f these very sam e Laws, o r any other laws, 
until the Courts have got done w ith the ques­ 
tion, so th a t we m ay first know w hether new 
law s are necessary at all, and if they are neces­ 
sary. be guided by the decision o f’the highest 
trib u n al as to w hat is needed in the w ay of 
changes in the existing statute. 
Sir. I suppose there are not m any m em bers of 
the Legislature who do not know how easy it is 
to create a pressure upon a legislative ’ body 
upon pome m easure by giving it a false nam e. 
And the attem pt to raise in this State th e issue 
as to w hether there shall be irrigation or not, 
and th en to say if a m an favors certain bills he 
is in favor o f irrigation, but if he does not, he is 
opposed to it, is a false issue w hich parties arc 
striving and seeking to lug into this business. 
Docs th e State dem and it? T he C ham ber of 
Commerce of San Francisco was requested t»> 
act udoq this m atter. A m eeting w as held, and 
the C ham ber of Commerce appointed a com m it­ 
tee on it: th at com m ittee rccorted, and no action 
was taken, yet there is an ettort here to crowd 
the representative# of th a t city into support of 
these m easures. 
If it had been a crying m eas­ 
ure, if it h ad been a m easure affecting the in ­ 
terests of trade, com m erce and production in 
lliis State, do you believe th a t m ost sensitive 
body to those interests in our chief m etropolis 
would not have recognized th e fact? As well 
m ight you say th a t the school boy does not feel 
or dread a w hipping as to say th a t th e C ham ber 
of Commerce of San Francisco does not feel and 
know» the interests of production, trade am i 
com m erce in thia State. 
Sir. the true facts about the case arc these : 
T hat by one m eans or another, w hich the Sena­ 
tor from Mono At a previous session of th is Legis­ 
latu re so bitterly spoke against w hen a resolu­ 
tion was here to indorse Aaron A. Sargent’s 
course (the m easure w hich he then so fiercely 
attacked being one introduced and supported in 
Congress by Mr. Sargent) certain m en in some 
counties ol southern California took up a large 
tract of desert lands. Tho law th a t gave them 
the right to take up th a t land required th a t 
ditches should be constructed for the purpose 
of 
irrigating 
it, 
and 
they 
started 
in 
to 
irrigate 
it. 
They 
took 
w ater 
from 
the 
stream s 
for 
th a t 
purpose. 
Men 
who owned the land adjoining the river also 
took w ater from th e sam e stream th a t they did, 
to irrigate th eir ow n land. They bought th e 
land from th e G overnm ent of the U nited States 
under th e law w hich the very Senator who 
now laugh»—I m ean th e Senator from Mouo— 
characterized before this Senate as infam ous; 
aud having gotten the land by m eans w hich he 
characterized as infam ous, at two bits an acre, 
they now’ »cek to get th e w ater, w hich will m ake 
it w orth perhaps hundred of dolía» s an aero. 
Do they go to th e m en w ho own the w ater and 
sav, "W e desire to buy your 
w ater!” 
No. 
They seek a cheaper mode. 
T hey seek a 
sh >rter road. They do not seek for barter and 
sale, tho honest w ay traveled by all civilized 
people from the beginning unto this day, b u t 
they com e to th e Legislature and say, ” Paw 
laws w hich tak e from those w ho own and m ake 
them poor, to give us who do not < wn and m ake 
us ricn.” 
Both parties take th e w ater; both 
partios: use it. The case is in Court to determ ine 
w hich has the right to use it. Ho far the Court 
has decided th a t one party under the law of the 
land is entitled to th e water. The other party 
appeals to the leg islatu re to reverse the dec is­ 
ión of the Court, before th ecase lias been finally 
decided.

It has been suggested here by 
s. une m em ber th a t tlw-re should be an extra ses-

Should there be ? Sir. if the case of Lux & 
M iber 
llu rg in áí Tevis—if th a t be the correct 
nom enclature of th e title o f th e ease—be de­ 
cided in favor o f the diversionists, w hat need 
of a change in the law ? And if it be decided 
in favor of th e riparianists, th en the question of

th e sunshine equally upon the m ountain and 
the plain, hear your cries in vain until you 
aw ard sucn m ercy to o th er- as you dem and for 
yourselves." ,

Los Angeles has represented this m atter cs 
la ing pressing and binding at th is tim e, and 
said th a t we can otter our am endm ents ;t wc 
w ill only take th is tn in g u p out o f its regular 
order and put it on its second reading, is there a 
Senator iu this I>ody w ho does not know th a t as 
soon a» th at is done the pre vious question will 
be m oved and we com pelled to vote upon the**» 
m easures ju st as they have been presented here, 
w ithout even a chance to propose a u am end- 
m».*ut to it?

versal com m ent, w henever th e^u b ject has been 
broached by those w ho form ulated these m eas­ 
ures and brought them h ere: “ W hat does it 
m ean th at these bills are brought forward: th at 
they are left at the foot o fth e file all the tim e: 
th a t nothing is done tow ards taking them u p so 
that, they m ay be considered w ithin the period 
ol this legislative term ?” Sir. to every m an 
who has w ltnessed this th in g it lias been worse 
th an a conundrum . 
B ut to m e. know ing the 
m ethods o f legislation, th e conundrum is a n ­ 
sw ered: T hat these bills have been left at the 
bottom until so n ear th e close o f th is le g isla ­ 
ture th a t they should not be scanned, scruti­ 
nized and perfected, so th a t wc should be com ­ 
pelled, out of m ere stress ot lack o f tim e, to 
adopt them as they arc, w ithout due consider­ 
ation. 
I m ay l>c m istaken in this, but for all 
results th ere are supposed to be causes. 
I cam e to this Legislature, having heard of 
th e Conventions w hich have been held below, 
determ ined to join hands w ith th e people of any 
porti jn o f th e State w here th e present existing 
w ater law s bore heavily, to put m ine in theirs, to 
place my neck in the sam e yoke, and pull w ith 
all the strength of m y self, and all th a t m y con­ 
stituency could sum m on behind m e, to so m odi­ 
fy those‘law s as to build up these great interests 
affected—o f m ining and farm ing.

dishonest, if they be dishonest, th an the projx»- 
sitio n so f H enry George in his works upon the 
right to own land. 
I found here proposed pro­ 
visions w hich, if adopted, w reck every lan d ­ 
holder in the State of ( alifornia, unless he be a 
large landholder. And, sir, if these bills pass, 
if this m easure leelaring w ater I tic com m on 
property o f the people of th is State ever be­ 
com es the law ni 
th e S ta te ,'it w ill be a 
m ere question o f w hich is th e stronger as to 
w ho shall have th e w ater; and in all countries 
and in all tim es, in such struggles, the rich m an 
is alw ays th e gainer, the poor m an alw ays the 
loser. 
1 say th a t these laws, if enacted, nre 
enacted in th e interest o f the faction who desire 
to acquire the property of others w ithout p ay ­ 
ing tor it. 
I say, it passed, they are passed in 
th e int.-rest of one party to a suit now pending. 
I snv if passed, they w ill reach such conclu­ 
sion’s w ith regard to w hat have been recognized 
ns w ater rights os w ill ruin h a lf th e people iu 
the Htate w ho irrigate th eir lands, and will en ­ 
rich every law yer in C alifornia who is com ­ 
petent to try u cause w ith reference to w ater 
rights. 
Mr. President, T reco/nize the fact th a t I may 
have been som ew hat tedious in th is m atter, 
i 
do not desire to be so. 
But 1 « all attention to 
the fact that, though th e Senator from Los An 
gelcssays th a t if these bills need am endm ent 
we can take them up and am end them . 
He anil 
thoFe w ho have fathered them in th is bodv 
have continuously voted against all am end­ 
m ents, no m atter how necessary those am en d ­ 
m ents m ight have been or appeared to be. 
In a 
single instance, I believe, w here th e word 
•* m in in g ” h ad «larcd to creep into th e proposed 
law w ith regard to w ater rights, th ey did vote 
to strike out a portion of the section, including 
th a t word. They w ere w illing th a t th at p art of 
the section should go, because it was the only 
parliam entary way by w hich th ey could pre­ 
vent the m ining interest of the State from ob­ 
taining a little cru m b o f recognition. I lu p cth at 
I have not m isunderstood, T nope th a t I have 
not m isrepresented the real principles and p u r­ 
poses involved in this m atter. 
Pressing these 
claim s and interested in them are as excellent 
gcutlem en us there ure in the State. 
I recognize 
the fact th a t in the litigation betw een Lux «V 
M iller am i llaggiu A Tevis it has ap¡>eared th at 
certain parties have constructed 
enorm ous 
ditches, w hich are now valuable to them , if 
th e decision holds. 
I recognize th e fact th at 
these bills, if passed, authorize m en elected by a 
m ajority of these very people to fix a v a lu é 
upon those em pty d itc h e s w ithout any lim it 
w hatever as to price, and to saddle all th e 
lands 
of 
the 
district 
w ith 
a 
bonded 
indebtedness, enorm ous in ex ten t, for the 
purpose 
o f 
buying 
them .

recognize 
th<* fact th at in these three counties th ere is hu 
area of al>out 20,000 square m iles. I recognize 
the laet th a t perhaps three-fourths o f th a t land 
—or 15,000 square m iles—is susceptible o f cu lti­ 
vation. 
I recognize th e fact th a t iu this sc- tion 
o f 15,000 square m iles there are 610 acres to the 
square m ile. 
I recognize the financial fact th at 
th e preparation for irrigation of land costs from 
810 to 815 an acre, an d let any one figure th a t up, 
and consider the m ortgage th a t w ill be placed 
upon all the properties of th a t section o f th e 
State by carrying out this schem e. 
There is a b etter way : there is on honest w ay ; 
there is an open way ; th ere is a ju st way. T here 
Is a w ay w ithout changing th e law s of th e 
S ta te ; there is a w ay w ithout appealing from 
th e decision of Courts to th e decision of the 
popular b ran ch of the G overnm ent, and it is 
the honest way. It is th is: If these m en w ant 
these 
properties 
of o th er m en, let them buy 
them , instead of confiscating them . 
I, for one, 
am more w illing to be tax ed to buy, th an 1 am 
to en ter into a schem e of confiscation. 
W hen we reach these bills in th eir order I 
m ay have occasion to give fu rth er reasons, 
eith er for or against.

and I860 1 purchased a ranch on Kiiigs river, 
in Fresno and

of Californio. K ings 
river, a n atu ­ 
ral watcr-course, flows through th a t ran ch o 
and m akes it valuable lor raising grain aiul 
grass for stock. 
In the years lsTT, 1878 am i 1879, 
th e Fresno Canal Com pany built several dam » 
on King9 river, about fifty m iles above my 
ranch, an d diverted all the w ater from th o 
river. H undreds o f m v cattle d ie d fo r w ant of 
w ater, am i hundreds strayed aw ay to the m oun­ 
tains and were lost. 
ih e grasses on my ran ch 
died out, and I was com pelled, at a large ex ­ 
pense, to go into ( ’o u r s of equity and compel 
the Fresno Canal Uom pauy to cease diverting 
th e w ater to my dam age. 
My neighbors along 
Kings river and its n atu ral branches w ere com ­ 
pelled tu do as I did. 
Now. I understand th a t 
the Fresno C anal Com pany are attem pting to 
change th e law under w hich 1 and my neigh 
hors acquire our rights. We do not th in k th is 
right. They not only w ant to change the law , 
but w ant to change the ( '«institution of the State, 
an d to enact a new set ol laws, and com pel us to 
litigate this whole m atter over again ; but they 
desire to enact law s to take aw ay my property 
and give it to some one else. 
I am inform ed by 
several o f the bestlaw y erso f th is town, th a t th e 
leg islatu re cannot enact law s to tak e aw ay 
vested rights, because it is uncoi stitu iio n al.”

Mr. Boone—I cannot answ er th e question of 
th e Senator, because 1 do n ot know and never 
heard o f Mr. H einem an before.

p articu lar spot, on* th a t p articu lar stream , or th e 
only one of tw o. But th is State is i t 11 of rivers 
on w hich reside persons who have livc«l there 
for years, and w ho have property in th e w ater, 
ju st the sam e as th is gentlem an 1ms. an d w ho 
w ould sutler t«> the sam e ex ten t th at he did. 
F u rth er th an th at: Senators w ill rem em ber th a t

irrigation on the older irrigated parts of Fresno 
plain. 
Land in Kern county, with a proper supply of 
water for irrigation purposes, is worth at lea--t 
$100 per acre, which would amount h> PW.OOO.oou 
for the lands in that county which are suscepti­ 
ble of being irrigated by that one stream. 
Irri­ 
gation regions support, at a low average. 150 
people to the square m ile. 
As there w ould Iv 
about ir.s square m iles in this tract, it would 
support a population o f 70,(100. 
Kings river, again, is a good exam ple of the 
effect and advantage of irrigation. 
In 1S70 
there were artificially irrigated from Kings 
river not more than 1,000 acres. 
In 
ls*o 
there were about 65,000 acres. In l-.'l there were 
about in.GOO acres. The average flow of water 
in Kings river during the irrigating season for 
the past five years, not taking into account the 
extraordinary flood of 1S84, if the water were 
properly saved and distributed, without undue 
waste in the channels, was more than sufficient 
to irrigate 560,000 acres of land, ut the rate 
which is now found sufficient in the older irri 
gated parts o f the country. So that i' w ill be 
seen that, by a system of laws properly distrib­ 
uting the waters of this river, it is capable 
almost im mediately, of supplying six tim es as 
many acres as are now cultivated: and, a tan 
average vuluc of S100 ]vr acre, would give a 
total . alue to those lauds o f $55,000,000, and a 
population of 129,000. 
Take lz>s Angeles for another exam ple o f the 
results of irrigation, and its effects on the busi­ 
ness and prosperity o f the commnnity where it 
is carried on. 
Lauds which could not be sold 
j for $5 [H-r acre, as soon as i-anaLs and irrigating 
: ditches were prepared for irrigating them, tound 
a readkm arketat front SI 00 to $200 an acre in an 
j u n li« o v e il condition, aud there was nothing 
I in thH vorld to make the change iu the value 
I e x o e [ ' the ditches and facilities for obtaining 
water. Improved lands found a ready market 
at prices as high as S J50 per acre. 
In is7.i some 57,000 acres of land were under 
cultivation, aud irrigated by the waters from 
natural streams which yielded only fxip-z cubic 
leet per second during the irrigating season, 
w hich gives ail average of alsmt Jri acres t<> 
each cubic fiM.t o f water flowing per second 
through the irrigating season. 
Uva- - the water is under the municipal regula- 
t iij f and is distributed in such a way as to ob­ 
tain the best service from the-upply. No man 
is permitted to waste. Rach tuke.- as much as 
is required, and no more. The increase in the 
acreage cultivated since that time, and the en ­ 
hancement of the values o f real estate in that 
section of country is well known. 
Following on up to the lir-.t exam ples of Kern 
and Fresno we find hurds, w hich, belorc irriga­ 
tion was resorted to, were regarded as desert 
lands, inhabited only by reptiles, regarded as 
s- arcely worth the Government price o f a dollar 
and a quarter per acre, are now worth all the 
way from a hundred to two hundred and fifty 
dollars per ncrc. 
I think the reference to these localities quite 
sufficient to fully show and establish the effect 
of irrigation, and that this wonderful increase 
is attributable solely and alone to the fact that 
the waters were diverted from the natural chan­ 
nels and used for this purisise. 
This is the effect then o f the doctrine an ' lau- 
of appropriation for a beneficial use. 
The former condition of the country was not 
due to riparian doctrine alone, bn; it i- certain 
rhat lHidcr riparian law, which would n-.. ;;re 
the waters ot tbe rivers to flow in th cn atu ral 
channels, there could M* no progress. 
Now, let the gentlem en determine what the 
policy oi this State ought to be. 
Here are the 
facts, and here are the figures. 
We all know 
what ihr riparian doctrine means 
As an- 
bounced in ihe recent decision in this state, 
nobody but a riparian owner can touch the 
water in the streams. That is to sav. lie cannot 
put them to any practical use. And it w ill be 
equally so with the riparian owner, for while he 
struggles to m aintain this doctrine, he will soon 
become the victim of the rule which lie him self 
invokes. For is it not plain from the do-cripti m 
o f the country w hich I have given, the river, 
having deep cut channels and high banks.it 
w ill be impossible for a farmer to take the water 
out on his own land unless he owns for a long 
distance aloug the stream, 
lie would have to 
go high up to get a grade, and an opportunity to 
divert the water and conduct it to ids land. 
lie cannot do this unless he resorts 
the pro­ 
visions of Section 4 o f this bill, which is that 
for the purpise o f diverting water for u public 
use, he may condemn the land ueccssurv to that 
end. 
!'nle-x he can condemn the land o f his 
ncigl Lor he cannot use the water which he 
him self owns, and therefore he must resort to 
the law of em inent domain. 
Is it not plain that if the riparian owner is 
h alf as technical about his land as he is about 
his water, uo man below him can ever take the 
water out and utilize it? 
But there is another reason which prevents 
them making any practical use nf tlic water 
under the riparian law. that is, because that 
law requires the return of the water to its chan 


trees; railroad, debris and drain,ige; and fur a 
law changing the names of corporations; w ho 
was it petitioned tin* gentlemen to s t a d up here 
and suspend the rules for all these measures ? 
Aside from that, what measures remain hero 
now w hich are entitled to precedence over this 
one ? Will any gentleman name any bill that 
is more important or more deserving o f the at­ 
tention and consideration of thi.- body than are 
the bills w hich are here presented?" 
If, then, 
all other claim s of legislation can be stoamboat- 
ed or railroaded through, and nothing remains 
o f any great importance to be attended to, will 
any Senator explain the opposition to the first 
reading of these bills? 
They have been on the file as long as any bills 
here, and have never yet been heard or read iu 
this Senate 
No v we are told that we ought to 
have con-klerod them in the Committee of the 
Whole: that when we reached them there we 
did not discuss them. 
You w ill readily remember. Mr. President, 
that the Senator who suggested the considera­ 
tion o f these bills in the Committee o f the 
Whole was the first one to assail them when 
they reached there. And from the time that he 
made his first assault until the Senate went out 
o f the Committee o f the Whole it was one con­ 
tinual talk on the part of the riparianixts atnl 
those who stand w ith them, and if they had 
not been taken out of the Committee o f the 
Whole I am very certain they would have been 
talked to death. That was the only w ay to .save 
them from such a fate. 
There is nothing in the objections which have 
tieen urged so far. 
It is said we should not sux- 
pend the rules, because these measures should 
not be taken up at this late hour. Will anybody 
l>c good enough to tell us w hen we should take 
them up? Are we not on the eve of adjourn 
rnent, and away beyond the time allotted by the 
Constitution? When should we take them up. 
or when can we take them up, if this is not the 
tim e ? ThL- is a mere evasion of the question. 
The Senator from Nevada tells us that this is 
not an honest hill, and he therefore opposes it 
Why. -ir, it is but a lew days ago, when bill No. 
110 was under consideration in the Committee 
o f the Whole, that the gentleman moved to 
amend by inserting the word "m illing,” and 
declared " it had to go through in that form, or 
it should not go through at all.” 
lie told us 
there, in dictatorial terms, that we had to ac 
eept his am endm ent, or no irrigation bill should 
pass. 
He told us to-day it was a dishonest 
measure, and. in effect, that unless be was per­ 
mitted to participate in the spoils, lie would not 
vote w ith us. 
The Senator from Nevada w ill 
remember that he denies this bill the kindness 
and courtesy which was given hi- own when he 
cu n e oil the floor of the Senate w ith the drain­ 
age bill. The Senate kindly consented that it 
should be taken up ou tof order and considered, 
and I am sure these irrigation bills w ill compare 
favorably with the drainage bill in integrity and 
honesty o f purpose. 
Why does he deny to this bill the fair treat­ 
m ent which was accorded to his own ? 
( om plaints have been made aliout the il raffing 
of these bills. 
I do not understand why those 
who know most about this business should not 
be i he proper parties to draft these measures. 
From the beginning to the end of this discus­ 
sion Senators,iu opposition have declared that 
they eoulil nbt consent to take one man's prop­ 
erty to give it to anorin-r: and that the aim and 
intention of these measures was to take prop­ 
erty from one man and give it to another. 
Now 
the Senators have failed entirely to point to the 
part w hich possibly could have" such an effect. 
The only portion of Bill fio looking to taking 
away n man - property is Section 4, w hich simply 
pr- .vides for the condemnation of water rights— 
a priunple w hich is as old as the law itself: a 
principle which is necessary som etim es to the 
very existence of a State or a Government; one 
w hich i- necessary to the progress o f every 
state. Without it a single individual could stop 
the mart’ll of progress; it is that same principle 
which enables the Government to m ake a rail­ 
road, and to m ake public improvements; but 
when they find in this bill a provision simply 
ap p lying" the 
ranie 
rule 
of law to this 
class 
o f 
property 
that 
is 
applied 
to 
every class of property in the Slate, we are t<u 1 
that it Ls inim ical to the interests of every indi­ 
vidual and endangers property rights. That is 
a mere pretense, which everybody w ill see 
through. 
It is only necessary to look to the laws 
o f the State enforced since its organization, and 
of any civilized Government on earth, because 
this -arm* principle is -m hivli.i in this b ill: it 
is said to la* a bill to rob one man in order to en­ 
rich another. 
In answering Senator Cross. 1 desire to call his 
attention to one fact. 
He told us the petition 
presented was only signed, I believe, by 4f. per­ 
sons. 1 have pelitiiius trom more than 400 per­ 
sons and in addition to that, the Senate should 
not ignore the fact that the people In the coun­ 
ties south hi id two conventions, and their 
wishes have found expression through the c- -ra­ 
le it tee appointed by them and through the 
newspapers, and through the representative* on 
tin- floor. 
Is it not strange there is not a singlo 
representative here, or i:i the Assembly o f this 
htalc. from south of Stockton, that is not in fa 


Not unfreqii- ntly the m odem husbandman up 
turns from the soil some rude implement, used \ 
by his unknown predecessor, or cuts with hi- 
plovj- into some old adobe waft, once the hahi 
tation of the tiller of the sol!, who-e liones have 
long since moldcred to their kindred dust. 
Iu 
many a valley, now a desolate w aste, these 
mute evidences 
o f thrift and industry are 
seen 
on 
every hand: 
and 
vast 
regions, 
now 
given 
over 
to 
the 
solitude 
of 
nature, were, at some remote period, the homes 
of a race w ho made them bloom with benntv 
and sm ile with industry. There i- every reasoii 
to believe that where one acre L- cultivated iu 
the Territory to day, twenty were made pro­ 
ductive by the people w ho tiuce occupied the 
land. This may well be called the pre-historie 
period o f Arizona, w hen the country presented 
a far different appearance from w hat il does to­ 
day. 
It was a ja-riod when valley, vale and 
glen blossomed with the fruits o f "peaceful in­ 
dustry ; when comfortable homes dotted the 
plain and mountain side, aud when a happv 
people dwelt in peace ain l”p!cn!y, surrounded 
t-y everything w hich would gratify their simple 
wants. But the race which once made these 
arid plains and deserted valleys to smile w ith 
vendare have passed away, leaving behind no 
trace o f their origin, their history, or their ex ­ 
tinction. 
A few crumbling and shapeless m in ­ 
is all that remains to tell the tale of their exis­ 
tence ; and the flickering and uncertain gleam 
o f conjecture is all that is left to guide Hie e x ­ 
plorer in discovering the fate that befell them." 
It has been a question for many years w ith 
those who have sought to determine w ho those 
people were and what caused their extinction. 
I think I have reached the answer: I think I 
have reached the pro¡*er conclusion. 
You have 
already seen from the description 1 have read 
what an immense population once exi-ted there, 
and upon what their existence depended, and I 
am satisfied now I can account for their extinc­ 
tion. 
When in the bight of their prosperity, 
the Supreme Court of that country, upon the 
application of a few riparian owners, concluded 
that the rlparianists were entitled to lmve the 
water flow in its natural channel, undim inished 
and !iii)Kjl!utecl. Thai decision was rendered, 
and the people, seeing ruin staring them in the 
face, appealed to the Legislature, und a Senator 
from Napa and another from high up in the 
mountains told them they must wait a little 
longer. 
They waited; they died waiting, and 
the valleys have returned to their original state. 
That is but a picture o f what you will see in 
southern California if this Legislature gives the 
people of that section nothing but the advice to 
wait.

Another party 
w ho had laud, as he claim ed, on the batiks o f i 
the river, brought an action for damages f»>r the 
diversion, and asked for a judgm ent preventing 
that party from continuing that diversion, or. iii 
other words, enjoining him from diverting the 
v/aterin the future, perpetually stopping him 
from that work.

What is the history o f Assembly Bill No. 1 1 0 . 
which we are asked thus to consider «: this late 
«lay iu the session / That bill was re< »*iv« •! from 
the Assembly on the 21st day of Feb m an 
nearly a month and a half after the L gi -hitúrc 
had commenced its labors, 
it was referred to 
the Committee of the \N hole o f this body and re* 
ported back to the Senate on the 2d day of the 
present m onth—on ly four «lavs a g o -a n d we are 
now asked to take it up out of order, and lav 
aside other legislation which is waiting upon 
our files, and consider this first, foremost and 
above all. 
What, sir, has been the ilmikI cours** 
here? During the last few days, in the haste of 
parliamentary business, it has been customary 
when we looked at our files and found that a bill 
which had been reported adversen bv a com ­ 
mittee wa* proposed to b<* resurrected from the 
file and pmccd upon its passage, to let it be 
there, and take up such bill* ouly ;is had been 
reported with a recommendation for their pas­ 
sage. 
This bill was rejM»rte»i ba»:k on’v f*>ur days 
ago from the ( mnmittee o f the WlmR* 
wiih'a 
recommendation that it do not pas*,‘ and vet, 
sir. 1 heard it stated on the floor of tbe Seiíatc 
this afterno»»n - if 1 am not in erre^r that the 
bill bad not 1>c»*h considered in committee. The 
bill is the same n* Senate Bill No. 210, ami what 
is the history o f that bill ? It was introduced at 
a* latea day as February 2d. 
A whole mouth 
nearly haa expired from the day on which this 
legislature convened, when that bill, which is 
*aid to be 
was first brought, to the 
notice of tliis body. 
It was referred to the Sím­ 
ate (V*mmittoe on Irrigation and Water Rights, 
and was re» eived by that committee on the Gtli 
ilay of February. 
It was reported back from 
that committee on February .'th, and referred to 
the Committee o f the Whole, and after con­ 
sideration then*, was re-ported back to this body 
on the 2Uh of February, “ with the recommen­ 
dation that it do not pass." Fir. I thus give the 
history of these bills, ÍK*cnuse I desire it to be 
known who. if auy'body, i s res)K>nsihle for w hat­ 
ever delay there has been in regard to this kind 
¡ ami character o f legislation. 
Now, sir, after all of this tie*av. we are now 
asked to take this bill up nnd consider it. and 
we have been appealed to here, this afternoon, 
in language both eh*qu».*nt and powerful, ami 
'* for God s sa k e” to take Tip these bills. The 
« om niittee on Irrigation and Water Rights, to 
whom these bilk were originallv referred, was 
ever ready t»> consider them. Ami. sir. although 
their present cham pions were members of that 
committee. n«> .attempt even was made bv them 
in that committ»*»* to give these bills that con- 
sid<*ration which L* usually* l*e*!*>Wf*l ur«on bills 
re• ferro» 1 to com m ittees tor any coiitiueration 
And why ? 
Fir. soon after the com mittee was organized 
it was scarcely |*oss«ble i*> **btain a quorum, and 
w hen the com m ittee «lio meet »»u une occasion 
with nearly a full membership, did it see tit to 
take into consideration tho*.* matters* No, sir; 
but a suggestion w as m ade -and after notice of 
one full day—it was moved and curried without 
a dissenting vote, that they should W taken 
irom that com mittee and considered in Com- 
mittce of the Whole, and into the Committee of 
the \> hole these bills were throw n, like cars of 
corn into a basket—“ without recommendation.” 
And it does not seem to have occurred to th»; 
gentlem en who are advocating these measure* 
mul who m-scrernte vi-ry forcibly that the w el­ 
fare of a preat portion o f the people—if not 
their very existence- dependa upon them; that 
the Committee o f the W hole was not the best 
place toconsidi-r them until a bom four days n;;o 
J hen it seems to have dawned upon tiiem that 
il was not good for these bills to remain there, 
but that tot-y should be L-tkcn therelroin and 
placed upon the general file, and that way ac- 
eordinglv done.

Sir, with the evidence la-fore us of the spirit 
and determ ination evinced by the gentlem en 
who are advocating and attem pting to manage 
these measures, it, is conclusive that they intend 
to give no quarter, but 011 tlic contrary to lay- 
down an iron rule—and by the force of parlia 
mentary rules and m ight, attempt to establish 
their crude propositions. They virtually say, 
here are the bills which were prepared for you 
by the executive committee o f a body which 
met before you convened (Fresno Convention) 
composed of pood, true, lawful, wise and just 
men. and which we say as Senators aim as 
members of the Legislature ought therefore to 
lie pa—ed here.
